.Auto buyers in Illinois now 
have a law on the books set- 
ting forth minimum warran- 
ties on the purchase of hew 
andn used cars. . 

State. Sen. Arthur R. Gott- 
schalk, R-Flossmoor, • said 
auto dealers are liableto the 
auto buyer for repair . of 
"power, train components" 
for a 30-day period frrOm de- 
livery date, except for dam- 
age caused by abuse or col- 
lision. 

• The 30-day warranty ap- 
plies to all autos sold by li- 
censed dealers in the -state 
which are less than four 
years old. There is a sliding 
scale for' the- a mount of deal- 
er liability depending on the 
age of the car. ' 

If the auto is not more than 
two years old, the dealer is 
responsible for 50 per cent 
of the repairs. If the car is 
between two and three years 
old, the dealer liability is 25 
per cent; for cars between 
three and four years old, 10 
per cent.

"Also, if the auto is sold 'as 
is', and the sales contract is 
stamped accordingly, the law 
will not apply to the pur- 
chase. If- a buyer wants to 
be protected by the statutory 
warranty, he should refuse to 
buy- his car 'as is*." 

Merchandise which . is re- 
possessed fromTsomeone who 
defaults on payment of his 
credit installments, as of Jan. 
1, 1968, may not be intention- 
ally resold by the merchant 
in a way to. increase the' de- 
ficiency the buyer must pay. 
Under the old law, a few un- 
scrupulous merchants resold 
the repossessed goods with 
the effect, of boosting the de- 
ficiency .owed by .the seller 
who defaulted, Gottschalk 
explained.

—The creditor has. to noti- 
fy, the debtor at east five 
days in advance of his inten- 
tion to contact the employer. 

• Employes who are the head 
of the family, under a lib- 
eralized wage garnishment 
exemption, get to , keep $65 
a week or 85 per cent of their 
salary, whichever is greater, 
before deductions are made 
to, pay ' debts under wage 
garnishments. For those not 
head of the family, the . ex- 
emption is $50 or 85 per cent 
of their, salary, whichever is 
the greater.

Thit'? what, PbBtrfiastei' 
Joseph Wolf said today about 
trie; six-cent stamp; and- he 
recounted . some interesting 
facts and figures from postal 
history to back Up his claim. 

Even though the , fiy&cent 
letter rate has suffered the 
same fate as the? nickel 
cigar— first'Cliiss- postage V is 
cheaper today than it was in 
hiariy~bygorie eras when a 
few pennies ' meant much 
more than they do today, 
Wolf said. ■ 

In 1816, fbi* instance, fa 
single sheet letter cost ;sifc 
cents for delivery up to 3(1 
miles.. More sheets and 
more miles cost riiore .moitey. 
A letter going 400 miles cost 
25 cents per sheet. • 

In those days the recipient 
had to pay the postage, riot 
the sender. And if: the let- 
ter was actually delivered td 
the recipient, rather than 
picked up at the post office, 
there was ah • extra charge 
that was kept by the carrier. 

It wasn't until 1855 that 
the sender was required to 
pay in advance for mail, Wolf 
said. 

Uniform rates regardless 
of distance arid free city de- 
livery were written into the 
postal law books in • 1863; 
When distance was dropped 
as a factor in computing 
rates, so was the practice of 
charging . per 'sheet . The 
basic unit for letter postage 
became a half ounce in 1863, 
The basic unit of one ounce 
that still prevails today went 
into effect in 1885; 

Turning to more recent 
history. Wolf pointed _ out 
that the 100 percent increase' 
— from 3 cents to,0 cents — in 
first -class postal rates since 
1932 compares very-, favor- 
ably: with general increases, 
in prices and wages. 
'.} General consumer prices 
have gone up about 200 -per 
cent, since 1932 and the aver- 
age hourly earnings; of manu- 
facturing workers have risen 
by about 550 per cent, Wolf 
said. ■ 

"Back in 1947 the letter 
rate was still three cents and 
Everyone agreed that wa.s. 3 
Wad "deal: Since therivth* 
family income has gone up 
about 175 per cent while' the 
cost of mailing a letter .has 
increased ,100 per cent. If 
.letter postage was worth 
three cents in the 1940*s, in 
terms of today's dollar it's 
worth more than si* cents," 
Wolf said. \ 

Wolf estimated ' that the 
increase iri postal ' charges 
that went into effect January 
7 will add only $2.25. a year 
to the $16 the average house- 
hold spent on postal services 
under the old rates. 

Despite the great distance 
many letters iritist travel iti 
the United States our postal 
rates are lower than iri most 
other major countries, par- 
ticularly when bilsea on abil- 
ity to pay, Wolf, declared. He 
said the average American 
worker earris the price of a 
six-cent stamp in 1.3 minutes. 
It takes the average British 
worker 2.5 minutes . to earn 
letter postage, the West Ger- 
man worker 2!7 minutes and 
the French worker 5.6 min- 
utes. 

Wolf said fie; higher pos- 
tal rates mean that a great- 
er share of the cost j>flruik 
riirig the Pdsfal Service, will 
Be borne by the users of tfig 
mails - rather than the tax- 
payer. . -;-.. 

"The, costs of running the; 
Postal Service iriust be paid," 
he expldlhed. "What isii't 
paid by mail users in postage 



is paid from general tax rev- 
enues. The approximately 
$900 million in additional 
revenues, the new rates will 
bring in will shift' that much 
of the burden of paying for 
Postal Service from the tax- 
payer > to the . mail users. 
i ."Certainly it's only fair 
that the people who use the 
Postal/Service pay the lion's 
sRare^of its operating costs." 
. Wolf delved into history 
for one riiore' comment 'i on 
the new postal rates. 

V Actually," he said; "with 
the. six-cent stamp we are re- 
turning to the postal rate 
charged when New York was 
called New Amsterdam and 
was a Dutch colony. Then 
the postage rate there was 
'three stivers of wampum' — 
the; equivalent of about 6 
cents." \
